VEGETARIAN ATHLETES. 


Argument That éuat in Madoration Can. 
not Be Hartiiful—A Plea tor 
a Mixed Diet, 


The London Chronicle says: A eor- 
respondent draws attention to the 
fact that in a recent walking match 
from Dresden to Perlin, 1244 Eng- 
lish miles, the first six competitors 
to arrive were Vegetarians. The win- 
ner, Karl Mann, did the distance in 
26 hours und 62 minutes. The writ- 
er proceeds to argue that the use of 
flesh food begets excess of uric acid, 
which, he thinks, interferes with 
muscular action, One swallow, how- 
ever, does not make a summer, and 
if our correspondent desires to prove 
his case hé will require to select an 
equal number of healthy men, mixed 
feeders, and compare their work as 
athletes or pedestrians with that of 
vegetarian competitors, Weston, 
whose feats were certainly far more 
armwous than those of the German 
walkers, fed on a mixed diet, and 
Sandow’s food is also of a mixed 
character. To say that u mederate 
allowance of imeat will induce an ex- 
cess of uric acid is an unWarrantable 
supposition. Over-indulgence in flesh 
foods everybody admits is fraught 
with disturbances of health, but an 
utter Jack of meat would prove just 
as disastrous to many individuals, 
Vegetarians never appear to be able 
to recognize that one system of diet 
can never be regarded as suitable for 
everybody. Vegetarians themselves 
are not agreed as to the ‘‘perfect 
way’ in food. Some consume eggs, 
milk, and cheese; others reject starch 
and cultivate vitality on nuts. It is 
the exercise of an intelligent appre- 
ciation of the foods whith best suit 
us that lies at the root of successful 
living.

DISINFECTING STABLES. 


After Period of Censtant Use This Should 
he the Urauctise. 


Of special interest to dairy and 
stock men generally is the following 
reminder, recently issued by Dr. A, 
W. Bitting, Veterinarian of Indiana 
Agricultural Experiment Station: 

The disinfection of stables after a 
period Of constant use should be a 
part of routine practice, Dairy 
stables in particular should be disin- 
| fected twice a year, and oftener if 
| the conditions demand it, It is not 
| possible ta give many stables that 
| thorough disinfection that is possible 
| in houses, because their construction 
will not admit of it, but it is pos- 
sible to do very much and at little 
expense. The ideal method of disin- 
fection is by means of a gas, as 
| that would have the power to pene- 
trate everywhere, The effectiveness 
of this method depends upon securing 
a large Volume of gag and maintain- 
ing it for-some time, Unless the 
stable can be made tight, a gas will 
be of little use. For all practical 
purposes the gas produged by burpn- 
| ing sulphur over a pot of coals ig 
the best if used in connection with 
steam, The dry sulphur fumes have 
little germ-killing power, but when 
| combined with the steam in the air 
| it forms a compound that is deadly. 
The boiling of water and burning af 
|} sulphur should go together, Forma]- 
dehyde gas is not so efficient for 
stable disinfection as many would 
have us believe. A very practical 
means of disinfection that may be 
tsed under almost every stable con- 
dition is by whitewashing. This ig 
not expensive for material and js 
very easily applied by means ef an 
inexpensive fruit spray pump, ‘The 
lime should be thoroughly slacked 
| and strained through cloth and made 
just thin enough to wark well 
through the nozzle. One man can 
apply two coats of whitewash with 
} the pump and reach all parts of side 
and ceiling of a room in about one- 
fourth the time required with the 
j brush, Whitewash will kill or hold 
the germs with which it cames in 
contact, It has the effect, too, ef 
making the barn lighter and cleaner, 
After the first spraying, one applica 
| tion will usually be guflicient if giv- 
en regularly, As the business of 
| supplying milk to cities and cream- 
eries is of large proportions and de- 
| pends upon cleantiness, this precau- 
| tion of disinfection should be regulare 
| ly followed

HE DREAMED OF A GREAT WORLD'S 
SECRET TRUST, 


the Philosophy of the Man's Life—His 
Scheme fur Universal Peace Among 
the Nations Unfolded to Mr. W, T. 
Stead—Warned the British of Wasting 
Time—He Voices a Grand Idea and 
Tells the Lesson of Howe Rule. 


A remarkable document, being no- 
thing less than the political will and 
testament of Cecil Rhodes, the Em- 
pire builder, was given to the world 
on April 9 by William T. Stead, the 
close friend of the great Imperialist. 
Mr. Stead’s article, extracts’ from 
which follow, sets forth Rhodes’ in- 
most aims, and consists of a free, 
powerful, explanation of Rhodes’ 
views on the United States and 
Great Britain. 

It was written by Rhodes to Stead 
in 1890 as a summary of a long con- 
versation held between himself and 
Stead, 

In its three columns of complex 
sentences the whole philosophy of Mr. 
Rhodes’ international and individual 
life is embraced. Perhaps it can best 
be summarized as an urgument in fa- 
vor of the organization of a secret 
society on the lines of the Jesuit or- 
der, for the promotion of the peace 
and welfare of the world, and the es- 
tablishment of mf American-British 
federation, with absolute home rule 
for the component parts. 

It was written by himself to W. 'T. 
Stead in 1890. For originality and 
breadth of thought it eclipses even 
his now famous will, yet it is mere- 
ly’ a collection of disjointed ideas, 
hurriedly put together by the Colos- 
suS as & sUminary of a long conver- 
sation held between himself and Mr. 
Stead. 

“I am a bad writer,’’ said Rhodes 
in one part of what might be called 
his confessions, “but through my ill- 
connected sentences you can trace the 
lay of my ideas, and you can give 
my idea the literary clothing that is 
necessary,’’ 

But Mr. Stead wisely refused to 
edit or dress it up, saying: ‘‘I think 
the public will prefer to have these 
rough, hurried, and sometimes un- 
grammatical notes exactly as Mr. 
Rhodes scrawled them off, rather 
than have them supplied with liter- 
ary clothing by anybody else.’’ 

Mr. Rhodes commenced by declar- 
ing that the ‘‘key’’ to his idea for 
the development of the English- 
speaking race was the foundation of 
a “society copied, as to organiza- 
tion, from the Jesuits.’’

Wheat—The wheat markets have 
had an easier tendency during the 
past week. At the beginning of the 
week prices in the American specula- 
tive markets had quite a break and 
by Wednesday they touched 8c under 
the high point of about two weeks 
ago. Since Wednesday there has been 
a little better feeling, and some re- 
covery in price, but the week closes 
at around a decline of 1l4c per bush- 
el from a week ago. The market has 
continued to be wholly influenced by 
}the weather in the winter wheat belt, 
The beginning of the week was very 
favorable everywhere, which induced 
short selling and letting go o/ long 
wheat; then on ‘Thursday the weath- 
er became showery in some parts, 
and shorts, especially in the July op- 
tion, hastened to cover, and rallied 
the market sharply. The delay in 
harvesting and threshing caused by 
rains, has a special influence on the 
‘July option, as it lessens the quan- 
tity of new wheat that might have 
jbeea available to deliver on July 
fcontracts, and causes shorts to be 
janxious buyers whenever the situa- 
|tion seems adverse to them. The gen- 
jeral export trade in actual wheat 
jcontinues in a normal condition, no 
}unusual activity is seen at any point 
}but a moderate routine business is 
jtransacted from day to day. The 
jexport demand from Europe is light 
|because the crops in the southern 
jhalf of Europe are being harvested, 
jand-all-the European wheat crop is | 
making a good show and will be 80,- 
600,000 larger than last year.
